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ABOLISH THE BOARD OF SUPERVISORS 


The scliool hoard wasted time unnecessarily perhaps in prying into the 


work cf the board of supervisors whose business it is or has been to 


select teachers as required for the local schools. This is a very important 


function which is usually assigned to the superintendent or to a training 


school; but some lime after the Lowell training school was abolished, the 


school board devised the board of supervisors for tlic purpose of selecting 


new 
teachers. 
< 
• 
• 


An examination of applicants for teachers' positions was heid annually, 


none being eligible except those who were graduates of a normal school or 


college and who hari had a year's experience in teaching elsewhere than in 
Lowell. The members of the board of supervisors, made up of the gram- 
mar masters, were required to visit the applicants either at work or at their 


homes and so far as might lie, judge of their personal fitness for the teach- 


ing profession. 


There Vvas strong objection to the 
arrangement 
requiring 
resident 


teachers to go out of town for experience before they could be appointed 
to flic Lowell. schools. 
The residents of Lowell regarded this as a dis- 


crimination against local applicants, for when the Lowell girl went outside 


to (each and wished to return she bad to compete against the country at 
large before getting an appointment as teacher in her native 'city. 


The residents who went to the expense of educating their daughters 


and having them pass through the normal school, very reasonably objected 
to this arrangement; they felt that the Lowell graduates of a normal school 
or college should have some consideration more than those from Maine, New 


Hampshire, New York or points more distant. 
This system lias already 


resulted in sending many youny Lowell teachers to other cities or to coun- 
try towns while othsrs who may not he a whit better, if as good, have been 


chosen to. the local schools. 


This new method of selecting teachers naturally became unpopular in 


Lowell. 
There was strong opposition to its continuance and it certainly 


entered into the school contests of last December, 'it was not surprising, 
therefore, that one of the first things done by the new school board was to 
order the supervisors not to make any more visits to o.ut-ofrtown applicants. 
The work of the supervisors was still further investigated on Wednesday 
night with the result 'that the board 'wifl'probalily be, abolished to make way 
for a merit system in which the applicants for teachers' positions will not 
lie required to no our of town for their early experience. 


Under such a system, properly applied, (be school board could procure 


as good teachers as by the other method. Indeed we believe that a system 
under which flic young teachers serve their probationary period in thejocal 
schools, will rjive better results than did the supervisory plan. Moreover, it 
will bo more just to local applicants and more satisfactory to the tax- 


payers who help to support the schools. 


It is generally conceded that the school committee will make no mis- 


take by abolishing the board of supervisors and establishing a merit system 
that will be what tiie name implies, one that will safeguard the schools 
against the appointment' of the unfit, and against the teachers who lack 
the ability to govern or some oilier essential quality without which the 


teacher can never do successful work. 


1 • 
It is the system that is condemned rather than the method by which 


it was administered. This idea of saddling upon the grammar masters a 
duly and a responsibility that belonged to the office of superintendent was 
radically wrong, and yet it was but one instance of an absurd policy ot 
devolution that 'has -lifted practically all the responsibility from the shoul- 
ders.of the superintendent until tlic 'office lias degenerated to the status of a 


mere clerkship.

Tho Agreemsnt of T«n Years Ago. 


Tho agreement under which tho an- 


thracito (hard coal) trade Is now car- 
ried on Is that which waa made be- 
tween tho iniuers and the operators as 
a result of tho labors of the Roosevelt 
strike commission- 
At that tima the 


four main questions at Issue and Uie 
decision concerning them wore as fol- 
lows: 


Tho miners demanded an advance of 


20 per cent in rates of pay for contract 
mlno workers. An advance of 10 per 
cent was granted, 


Tho miners demanded an eight hour 


day for employees paid by tho hour, 
day or week. A nine hour day was 


rs demanded pay by weight 


coal mined. This waa rejected. 


Tlio miners demanded recognition ot 


the United Mine Workers of America. 
This was also rejected. 


The operators this year have express- 


ed their willingness to mako another 
three year agreement with their men 
on tho old basis, but this has been re- 
jected by tho miners. The latter as- 
sert that under the present scale the. 
average wage paid Is $6-13.83 and say 
that miners raising largo families can- 
not live upon that sum. Tlio cost of 
living, that scapegoat upon which EO 
many burdens aro cast nowadays. Is 
brought in ngain to justify the de- 
mands of tho men for increases. It Is 
used by tho miners in support of tJielr 
demand, and It is paraded before the 
public by tho operators, who say that 
even a 10 per cent Increase of wages, 


diminishing by halt the dcmejid of lh« 
union men, means an increased expend- 
iture of 510,000,000 by tho employers. 
They cannot afford it, they say. be- 
cause tho public would rebel against an 
Increase In tho price of their coal. Ona 
operator declared that coal would be 
mined at a loss if the asked increase 
of 20 per cent wcro granted, 


-From tho tln>o of tho settling of the 


great strike, ten years ago, until tha 
present recrudescence of the trouble, 
there has bean peace in the anthraclta 
regions. There would bo peace there 
still, cay the operators, were it not for 
tho co-operation 
of the bituminous 


workers, much more numerous, with 
their hard coal brethren. 
Their con- 


tention is that they should not be call- 
ed upon to do ans'thlna which would 
tend to strengthen the United Sllne 
Workers, since the latter Is a soft coal 
region product, and between the soft 
coal operators and the hard coal mino 


wners thero is tho bar of competition. 


Naturally tho men retort with tha 
claim of a common cause among tho 
coal workers without regard to tha 
hardness or softness of tho thing thay 
lieip to produce.

F thcro are ever to too monuments 


to tho first living beings to set

Peary or Amundsen, tho negro or Eski- 
mo companions of tho former, or tho 
Norwegian assistants of tha latter. On 
tho top of tho memorials will bo the 
figures of dogs, rough coated, savage 
canines. They got to tho poles first, in 
advanca of their human companions, 
and the honors should be theirs. 


Both Peary and Amundsen havo ac- 


knowledged their obligations to tho 
haulers ot tlio sledges which made pole 
finding possible. 
The antarctic hero 


voices his feelings thus. In his copy- 
righted otory of his dash to 90 degrees 
south: 


"I attribute my success to my splen- 


did comrades and to tho magnlflcent 
work of the dogs, and next to them to 
our skis." 


Speaking of one day's work on his 


triumphal procession to the polo, with 
four human companions, four sledges 
and fifty-two dogs, Amundsen wrote: 


"Tho glacier was very much broken 


in this comparatively narrow pass. Tho 
mighty crevices seemed to stop us from 
going farther, but It was not so serious 
03 it appeared, Our does, which up to 
this tlmo had covered a distance ot 
about 700 kilometers, tlio last day's very 
bard work, ran this day Uilrty-flvo kilo- 
meters, tho nscent being B.600 feet, an 
almost Incredible record." 


Turning to tho northern end of tho 


world, wo find Nansen, tho famous fel- 
low countryman of Amundse"n. paying 
tribute to tho polar dogs In tho follow- 
ing terms: 


"I kept an anxious eye upon tho dogs 


for fear anything should happen to 
them, also to seo tli.it they continued In 
good condition, for all my hopes cen- 
tered in them." 


In Peary's hook, "Tho North Pole," ho 


pays this tribute to his clogs:

ferent colors—black, white, gray, yel- 
low, brown and mottled. Some scien- 
tists believe that they .-aro direct do-!

rule, thoy axe as affectionate and obedi- 
ent to their masters as our own dogs at 
homo.

"Tho dogs aro not housed at any sea- 


son of the year, but summer and win- 
ter they arc tied somewhere near tho 
tent or Igloo. They aro never allowed 
to roam at large lest they bo lost 
Sometimes a special pet or a female 
that has young puppies will bo taken 
nto an Igioo for a time, but Eskimo 
puppies only a month old are so hardy 
that they can stand tho severo winter 
weather." 


To these testimonies of men who 


nave tad tile best of opportunities for 


mat lovers wore shocked to read that 
ho had repaid tho devotion and assist- 
ance .of his dogs by eating some ot 
them. Of courso this was done only In 
tlmo of need. 
Of tho fifty-two dogs 


which went \vlth him and hla four com- 
panions to tho pole eleven got back. 
Not all of tho forty-one wero eaten, 
however. 
Somo died of other causes, 


and three strayed away.. ,"I think what 
touched us most keenly on tho whole 
Journey was tho .unavoidable killing of 
dogs which had shared our dangers and 
had done, such splendid work.

Lowell. The members of the board of supervisors, made up of ihe gram 
mar masters, were required to visit the applicants either at work or at their 
homes and so far as might be, judge of their personal fitness ifor the teach- 
ing profession. 


There was strong objection to the arrangement requiring resident 


teachers to go out of town for experience before fhey could he appointed 
to the Lowell schools. 
The residents of Lowell regarded this as a dis- 


crimination against local applicants, for when the Lowell girl went outside 
(o teach anil wished to return she had to compete against the country at 
large before getting an appointment as teacher in her native city. 


The residents who went to the expense of educating their daughter 


and having them pass through the normal school, yery reasonably objecte 
to this arrangement; they felt that the Lowell graduates of a normal schoi 
or college should have some consideration more than those from Maine, Ne' 
Hampshire, Hew York or points more distant. This system has alread 
resulted in sending many young Lowell teachers to other cities or to coun 
try towijs while others who may not he a whit better, if as good, have bee 
chosen to the local schools. 


This new method of selecting teachers naturally became unpopular i: 


Lowell. 
There was strong opposition to its continuance and if ccriainl; 


entered into the school contests of last December. It was not surprising 
therefore, that one of the first things done by the new school hoard was t 
order the supervisors not to make any more visits to out-of-town applicants 
The work of the supervisors was still further investigated on Wednesday 
night with the' result that the boaril'wlll proh'ably he abolished to make way 
for a merit system in which the applicants for teachers' positions will no 
be required to go.ouf of town for their early,cx|ierientcc. 


Under such a system, properly applied, (he school Jioard could procure 


as good teachers as by Ihe other method. 
Indeed we helievc that a systcn 


tinder which (lie young teachers serve their probationary period in the loca 
schools, will give better results than did the supervisory plan. Moreover, i 
will he more just to local applicants and more satisfactory to the tax- 
payers who help to support the schools. 


It is generally conceded that the school committee will make no mis- 


take by abolishing the hoard of supervisors and establishing a merit system 
that will be what the name implies, one that will safeguard the schools 
against the appointment of the unfit, and against the teachers who lack 
the ability to govern or some other essential quality without which the 
teacher can never do successful work. 


If is Ihe system that is condemned rather than the method' by which 


it was administered. This idea of saddling upon the. grammar masters a 
duty and a responsibility tiiat belonged to the office of superintendent wa: 
radically wrong, nnd yet it was hut one instance of an absurd policy ol 
devolution that has lifted practically all the responsibility from the shoul- 
ders of the superintendent until the office has degenerated to the status of 
mere clerkship.
